T h e C o m m e rc ia l F a i l u r e s i n E n g l a n d . 
Commerci'il and financial London will be 
very fortunate if the feeling ot ‘‘disquietude’’ 
said to e.xist in the city does not give way to 
a state of mind that can only be described by 
a far stronger term. 
In the first week of the 
month there were heavy failures, and there 
was evidently for a le .v days great apprehen­ 
sion of a fluancial storm; but the financial 
world accepted in explanation a theory which 
presented the trouble a.s a strictly local dis­ 
turbance, and roas*nred by this comfortable 
view the city recovered it.s eqiiinmnly. 
It 
was coniprehen.sible enough that the bad 
state of the iron trade should end in calamity 
to iron houses. 
Between strikes that made 
coal high and strikes that made labor dear it 
was long since evident that this great Em;)ish 
indusliy’ was in an ill state to bc.ar up against 
tho competition from this country, and a 
crisis that would carry down the great houses 
of the trade was already discounted; and it 
was an obvious corollary that a house deeply 
and exclusively interested 
in discounting 
paper for iron houses should go tho same 
way. Now, however, come exceedingly heavy 
iaflures that this solution does not account for, 
which scciu to indicate a more general canso 
of disturbance than was imagined to exist 
Although tho city recovered itaclf from tho 
verge oí panic when the Abordare Iron Com­ 
pany 
W e n t down, and tboug’a the "dis­ 
quietude” consequent upon the latest calamity 
may pas* away, the high probability is that 
events of the same nature are to come some­ 
what closer together in a few days, and then 
it is not apparent what can prevent a ¡lanic. 
It is the deflnito indication ot those cuormons 
failures that a great part of tha financial 
edifice of onr rich cousin is held up by very 
rotten timbers, and it will not cnrprise us to 
see that all tho severo moral lessons ho has 
read us on the error of our ways iu money 
will come home to him with bitter severity. 
Nowhere in the world is honesty more praised 
than in Em>land; but not in Wall street, nor 
in other places, ii any there are, more 
flagrantly noted for dishonast practices, oon 
the trickeries of tho financier be more ar­ 
dently cultivated or so profitably or succcss- 
fnlly employed os in Loudon. 
They are in a 
fair way over tbera to find out how many of 
their prreat houses are mere “coDlldeuce” 
is ablishmente, and if they can get this knowl­ 
edge without a gcner.il panic tlioy will bo the 
betb r for it; bnt such an issue is not likely.

The testimony of the detective. Martinet, 
before the legislative committee on Wednes­ 
day, though it contained nothing that was not 
well known before, was so direct and positive 
iu some particnlars as to amount almost to a 
revelation. 
The charges against Captain Bur­ 
den are of the most serious character, and if 
such charges can be sustained against an 
officer as reputable as he wo are forced to the 
couclusion that our police administration is, 
and for many years has been, honeycombed 
with corrujition.

imagined than a police force which is organ­ 
ized lor tho protection of tho criminal classes, 
instead ol tho honest and industrious part of 
the population. 
If wc are to believe Xlarti- 
uot’s tcetimony, which merely relates in de­ 
tail aud with a precision tluit cannot be 
evaded by a simple denial what everybody had 
been led to regard as true, the police captain*, 
and, possibly, officers even higher In authority, 
have been systematically blackmailing the 
keepers of panel houses and other dis­ 
reputable places.

Tuen thiro i* the open 
revolt of John XIorrUsey, directly against 
Xluyor Wickliam aud indirectly against John 
Kelly, induced first by tho conspiracy to 
defeat Hayes lor Register, to which both 
Wickhoin and K-lly are alleged to have been 
parties, aud strenglhcned sulmeqncntly by the 
retnsal of those leaders to recognize Hayes’ 
claim to a cominissioncrship in one of tho de­ 
partments. Tho Xlorrifw-y defection natnrally 
combines itself with the cicments heretofore 
opf>osed to Kelly’s autocr.itic rule, and repre- 
ecnted by »uch loaders as ex-Shoriff Brennan, 
ex-County Clerk Loew and others of less 
note. 
It takes in Henator Lcdwifh and bis 
friends and County Clerk Walsh—the former 
positively ond tho loiter negatively, Lodwith 
being tho candidate of XIorrisscy, Hayes, 
WaUh, Brennan and Loew for next Sheriff 
and Wulsli being witling to go with the dis- 
affecteil i arty whenever they can show a fair 
prcwpect ot sacccss.
